Eighteen women, all arrested during 
a riot of the garment workers before 
Schloss Brothers tailoring shop, 
Williamsburg, tried their best to in- 
ject a spirit of revolution into the 
Manhattan avenue court today when 
their cases came up for a hearing. 
Almost in a frenzy, they sdng the 
Marseilla'se, yelled, pounded with 
‘their fists and stamped on the court- 
room floor until they were bundled in 
a prison yan and taken to the Ray- 
mond-street jail. With eighteen men, 
nineteen of the gentler sex were 
herded before Magistrate Dodd on a 
charge of disorderly conduct. All 
the prisoners were Poles, Lithuanians 
and Italians, speaking very little Eng- 
lish. The magistrate set the cases of 
the men over for Monday and heard 
the women first. A lawyerr epresenting 
all of them made a plea for mercy, 
saying the prisoners were quiet as

Situation in Mexico Is Grow-

Madero General Is Captured 
by Insurrectos.

WASHINGTON BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, Jan.. 11.—[{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] Conditions in Mexico are rap- 
idly becoming more acute. Henry 
Lane Wilson, American Ambassador 
at Mexico City, advised the State De- 
partment today that the town of Acyt- 
zingo, thirty miles from the capital, 
has been captured by the rebels, who 
defeated the Federal troops, killing 
twenty soldiers. Federal reinforce- 
ments which were sent to the scene of 
the disorder were also routed. 

The railway line between Mexicyv 
City and Vera Cruz has been threat- 
ened by rebels and the Mexican gov- 


the rebels, and to protect the trains 
of the Interoceanic lway. Rail- 
way communication between Mexicu 
City and Oaxaca has been cut. In the 
southern’ part of Mexico, Mr. Wilson 
added, a number of small towns have 
been taken by the rebel forces and 
railroad stations and bridges have 
been burned and destroyed. 

Ratiroad officials state that in 
many cases where these stations have 
been burned old and young women 
have been maltreated. The price of 
foodstuffs, Mr. Wilson continued, is 
rapidly increasing on account of the 
railway strike and great suffering will 
occur unless an aereement is reached 
within a short time. 

At Gan Luis Potos!, a small band 
of rebels is engaged in robbing plan- 
tations. Conditions at Saltillo are 
quiet.

WOOD FAVORS PAID RESERVE. 
APPROVES OF TILSON BILL. 
(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 11.—In order 
that a reasonably strong reserve may 
be established in the United States 
with the least possible delay, all men 
who have served in the regular army, 
marine corps or militia and are of 
proper age and physically fit, should 
be authorized to enlist at once in the 
reserve and receive pay, in the opin- 
lon of Maj. Gen. Leonard Wood, chief 
of staff of the army. Gen. Wood in- 
dorses the bill introduced by Repre- 
sentative Tilson of Connecticut pro- 
viding for a national military reserve. 

“The reservist should receive two 
dollars a month while in reserve,” 
said Gen. Wood, “and when cailjed up- 
on in war should receive an amount 
equivaleht to $2 for each month he 
may have served in the reserve. This 
would give the reservist something to 
live with his family and would en- 
courage men to go into the reserve 
and to remain in it.” 

By way of contrast with the United 
States, which has no reserves, Gen. 
Wood enumerated the reserves in the 
following countries: Great Britain, 
215,000; Japan, 1,000,000; Italy, 1,- 
500,000; Austria, 2,500,000;

Men had testified under oath, he 
said, to the existence of an “inner cir- 
cle“ to whom credit was obtainable, 
to the exclusion of those 
whom that inner circle sought 
discriminate. 

“I am not drawing an indictment 
against the banking system,” he said. 
“That already has been convicted. 
But I do refer to the basis of credit 
on the business. 

“I tell you frankly that if I per- 
mitted my thoughts to dwell upon 
the responsibility that will fall upon 
me I would be daunted. I came here 
to ask your counsel] and assistance. 

“The business future of this covn- 
try does not depend on the govern- 
ment of the United States; it is de- 
pendent upon the business men. The 
government cannot generate thought 
and purpose. Things done under the 
whip of the law are done sulienly, 
somewhat reluctantly and never suc- 
ceasfully. The hope of America is the 
changing attitude of the business men 
toward the things they have to han- 
die in this country. 

“I want to take sternness out of 
this country. I want to see suspicion 
dissipated. I want to see the time 
brought about when the rank and file 
of the citizens of the United States 
who have a stern attitude toward the 
business men of the country shall be 
absolutely done away with and for- 
gotten. Perfectly honest men now 
are at a disadvantage in America be- 
cause business methods in general 
are not trusted by the people, taken 
as a whole. That is unjust to you; 
it is unjust to everybody with whom 
business deals and everybody whom 
business touches. 

“They do not believe in the United 

I mean the rank and file of 
our people—that men of every kind 
are upon an equality in their access 
to the resources of the country, any 
more than they believe that every- 
body is upon equal terms in his ac- 
cess to the justice of the country. 
It is believed in this*country that a 
poor man has less chance to get jus- 
tice administered to him than a rich 
man. God forbid that such be gen- 
erally true. 

“And then in addition, and on top 
of all this, we must see to it that the 
business of the United States is set 
absolutely free of every feature of 
monopoly.” 

DISAPPOINTED. 

Here Gov. Wilson paused, looked 
about the banquet-room and then ad- 
ded: 

“I notice you do not applaud that.

unless you feel that way the thing 
is not going to happen except by 
duress, which is the worst way to 
bring anything about, because there 
will be monopoly tn this country until!

“I don't care how big 
business gets, provided it grows big 
in contact with eharp competition, 
and I know that a business based up- 
on genuine capital which has not a 
drop of water in it can be conducted 
with greater efficiericy and economy 
than a business that fs loaded with 
water.’’

Touching on conservation, he said- 

“A policy of reservation is not one 
of conservation.”

ET UP ON THE TAXES! 

The horticultural interests of Califor- 
bia bave received a severe, but not an tr- 
remediable, blow from the severe weather. 
Vines and trees which do not put forth 
their buds and blossoms before February 
, escaped altogether. Trees on the south 
and west side of sheltered bili slopes were 
not injured as much as those open to blasts 
from the north and east. Timely smudg- 
ing saved many orchards. In others, while 
the fruit on the trees may have been in- 
jured, yet the cold was not severe enough 
or of sufficient duration to “split” and 
thereby kill the. trees. On the whole the 
damage will not amount to what was at 
first apprebended. | 

Various measures of relief have been 
suggested. One is an appeal to Congress 
wot to place citrus fruit on the free list. 

Another measure of relief suggested is 
@ change in the law that Mmits 2 per cent. 
loans of State funds to 50 per cent. of the 
capital of borrowing banks. Such -legisla- 
tior would be just and desirable, profita- 
ble to the State, and a help to the orchard- 
ists. It would distribute State funds in the 
orchard districts. 

But the best thing, the very best thing, 
that the Legislature can do, next to ad- 
journing sine die, will be to keep their 
ravaging hands off of the pockets of the tax- 
payers, to restrain their cacoethes expert- 
metitand! (to coin word) within reasop- 
able limits. We have boards enough, and 
commissions enough, and inspectors onough 
to answer our needs for a decade. We 
beve pensions enough and special taxes 
enough. The last session of the Legisle- 
ture caused the people to groan under the 
burden of exceasive and unnecessary taxa- 
tion. It is the farmers and home owners 
who pay it all. The overtaxed owner of a 
ekyscraper adds the tax to the rent; the 
Mauufacturer adds it to the value of his 
product; the storekeeper. adds it to the

bungalow or a farm cannot shove the bur- 
den upon the shoulders of anybody. He

It is evident that the Democratic 
majority propose to overthrow the 
Senate organization after the 4th of 
March.

in caucus. It is believed that suth

favor of the radical wing of the party, 
end that a committee can be: named, 
dominated by radicaliy-inclined mem- 
bers, to submit to the caucus for its 
approval a list of all Fenatoria! chair- 
manships. In this way any perticular 
Fenator deposed will be unable, it is 
anticipated, to focus his wrath Upon 
any one groyp_iy the Senate, as the 
caucus will finally pass upon al) mat- 
ters pertaining to the chairmanship. 


Senator Chamberiain of Oregon has 
recently visited President-elect Wil- 
son to urge the appointment as Séc- 
retary of the Interior of either J. N. 
attorney of Portland, or 
Judge W. R. King, formerly a mem- 
ber of the State Supreme Court. The 
upeuccessful result of hie visit is in- 
Gicated by his statement that “Mr. 
Wilson evidently has in mind some 
one from the Middle States who is not 
affected by the views held in the far 
West or the extreme East on con- 
servation.

SAN JACINTO, Jan. 11.—The rain 
has effectually ended the cold snap. 
It is difficult to estimate the dam< x4 
caused by the freeze. The tempera- 
ture ranged from 7 degrees above 
sero to 2 degrees below. The o 
sections of the valley at Vaile Vista, 
Little Lake, Park Hil, the Nat Good- 
win ranch and Soboba Lithia Hot 
Springs. all suffered to 4 great ex- 
tent. Whije opinions differ among 
growers as to the cxtent of the logs, 
ali admit that it is most serious. A 
prominent grower gives the loss at 
96 per cent. of the crop and 5 per 
cent. of the trees in .the younger 
groves. Other growers are more op- 
timistic and place the fruit loss at 75 
per cent. with practically no tree loss. 
The groves present & very sorry spec- 
tacle at present. but the owners are 
u unted by the severe blow, and 
forces of men are already busy cut- 
ting away the frosted limbs and with 
grafting wax are repairing the 
“splits” caused by the cold.

At the 
present time, save for the temporary 
lights on the new breakwater plant,

ARTH’S POLES 
ARE WOBBLING. 


TRAVEL AROUND IN A SIXTY- 


[Washington Post:] Astounding as 
it may seem, the poles of the eafth 
are wobbling about apparently at ran- 
dom, but confining their travels with- 
fn a circle of sixty feet in diameter. 
Bhould Peary again make the trip to 
the North Pole he would find his flag, 
which he planted there on his last 
trip, nearly fifty feet from the spot 
which _ he would now locate as the 
true North Pole. It means simply this: 
If the true North Pole were a little 
black bali on the smooth, glassy sur- 
face of the Arctic ocean, it would be 
perpetualiy rolling around in an aim- 
}eas sort of fashion within a circle 
of thirty feet radius. 

After nineteen years of tireless and 
thorough research and investigation 
Prot. George A. Hill of the naval ob- 
Servatory, in conjunction with experi- 
menta made hy other scientists all 
ever the world, hag established tne 
fact tifat the staid old earth is wab- 
Diing on her axie. 

. If Cook did discover the pole, as 
well as Peary, their fags might have 
been sixty feet apart, but, according 
to observations taken at the time, 
they might both have located the pole 
according to the reading of the stars. 
A point which ia the North Pole today 
would not be the North Pole tomor- 
Tow. Moreover, no one can predict 
where this nomadic pole will be the

This ia what the earth 
would do if a colossal pencil were 
attached to the North Pole and al- 
lowed to write its record upon a fixed 
sheet in the sky. Thus you see that 
the trouble with old mother earth is 
that her axis is not still, It has two 
motions, one revolving and the other 
oacillating. 

A technical explanation of how the 
astronomers have proved this would 
surely befuddle the layman. In pop- 
ular terma the ecientist, through two 
separate telescopes, watches the ap- 
parent movements of the stars, bil- 
lions of’ miles distant. He selects a 
few of those whose positions have been 
well established and which can be 
seen through hie instruments by day 
as well as by night. Day after day, 
week after week and year after year 
he obgerves the latitude where he is. | 
Instead_of following paths by straight 
sweeps the stara stagger across them 
and back again. These staggerings 
represent the changes in latitude. 
Now, if our latitudes are slipping 
down and up over the earth as hoops 
over a barrel, the poles of the earth 
must be changing. Vega, one of the 
constellation of the harp, is the prin- 
cipal body consulted. Many astrono- 
mers agree that our sun and all its 
bodies, including the earth, are hurry- 
ing at a mighty rate through the 
heavens in the direction of Vega, and 
that within something like a billion 
of years we shall crash into it or 
pass it.

Delano Growers Noting the Trifling 

Damage Done by Recent Cold Spell 

Reappraise Land. 

DELANO, Jan. 12.——The 
assuming its normal condition dis- 
closes that citrus trees in this local- 
ity are not injured as much as ex- 
pected.

Those hav- 
ing orange land for sale have in- 
creased the price $25 to $50 per acre 
on account of orange and lemon trees 
showing so little effect af the cold 
weather.

As secretary of my local union, I 
knew that about 0 pedr cent. of the 
money collected gces’ to the grand 
ledge and 60 per cent. is used in dona- 
tions to other unions 
expenses. Our local union averages 
fifty members and had, during 1911 a 
total expense of $1047. 
average of $20 a man for the year. 
The same figure can be arrived at by 
other means, though Secretary Mor- 
rison'’s report does not help us in this 


respect. 

The point I wish to bring out is 
that every union man contributes an 
average of $20 a year for the privi- 
lege. For the 1,756,735 union men 
(the writer evidently 
men to A.F. of L. members) in this 
country that makes a total of $35.,- 
000,000 for the year.

strikes or to keep up the machinery 
and pay the salaries of the men who 
engineer the strikes.

{Pittsburgh Gazette-Times:] Con- 
viction of thirty-eight of the forty 
defendants in the dynamite conspiracy 
cases which have been on trial for so 
long in the United States Court at In- 
Gianapolis is the climax of one of the 
most dramatic chapters in the history 
of criminology in this country. Dur- 
ing the trial a number of defendants 
were elther cleared or the evidence 
was so insufficient that the District 
Attorney moved for their discharge, 
thus reducing to forty the number 
whose fate rested with the jury after 
the judge had delivered his charge. 
It has been a long-drawn-out pro- 
ceeding. The case of the prosecution 
had been painstakingly prepared and 
the evidence presentéd was minute in 
ite detail. defense was con- 


| ducted with ability. There is no room 


for doubt that the trial was a fair 
one. It is not the last word, how- 
ever. The defendants still have an- 
other day in court. They are entitled 
to and will claim the right of review 
by a higher tribunal. 

On the part of the prosecution of 
this case there has been a clearly 
perceptible disposition to avoid even 
an appearance of persecution. The 
case Was conducted with an apparent 
intention to ascertain the truth of the 
crime that was committed—to ascer- 
tain who were guilty—and not for the 
mere purpose of securing convictions.
